1,9,10,15,21,22,24 have been amended, claims 3,7,8,12,18,19,20,23 have been 
canceled, claims 25-27 have been added.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2,^-7,9-11,13-17,21,22,24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Goto et al 2003/0225668. Goto discloses a GPS system [0006] 
which tracks location [0036] and travel history [0038]. Intermediate destinations are 
determined by nodes [0035]. A destination may be directly input [0038]. It is disclosed 
that the travel history/data is used to determine/predict traffic conditions [abstract], i.e. 
statistical determination and entropy calculation.
